Capt. Henkes was formally charged 
with violation of the Ninety-fifth 
Article of War. This charge re- 
cited that "having taken an oath of 
office in which, among other things, 
he pledged to support and defend the 
Constitution of the United States 
against all enemies, foreign and do- 
mestic," and that he would "bear 
true faith and allegience to the 
same," he had written the letter con- 
cerning his resignation. The same 
charge was made in connection with 
the other letter. 

The court-martial found him guilty 
and the findin^rs having been re- 
viewed by the Ju(lg:e Advocate Gener- 
al, the sentence of the court, dismissal 
from the service and confinement at 
hard labor for twenty-five years, 
were ordered carried out. The United 
States disciplinary barracks at Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas., was designated 
as the place of imprisonment, and it 
was declared that "Capt. David A. 
Amkes, l€th Infantry, ceases to be 
an officer of the army from February 
23, 1918."

Wednesday I made public that i 
had placed orders tor eii^ty seed 
testers and stated that I would glTo 
notice of arrival. 

These testers came la Thursday 
r. omittg, February 26, so I aai ready 
to distribute than ta tha taaehara 
and ask that thay cobm or send for 
same aa sooa as possible. Also re- 
quest the farmers to prepare at once 
and send in twenty ears of corn, of 
what they believe to be good seed 
corn, and the schools will begin the 
work as soon as the testers are re- 
ceived. I am ready now to begin at 
my office, and will test for farmerji 
at the rate of twelve applicants every 
five days, or seventy-two ever/ 
month. First come, first served. 
You are also requested to bring one 
nail for each ear, to be used in tag- 
ging it. 

I am hoping tha fhrman win 
take this testing mora serious than 
they haTC heretofore. This has been 
talked of by the farm press and 
preached by agricultural colleges and 
farmers' institutes until it would 
seem that it is almost threadbare, but 
the fact remains that some of our 
farmers are still planting their seed 
without testing, which is a thing too 
dangerous to think of this year, es- 
pecially if you had corn In the field 
after December 7th, or if your aoni 
> ou had gathered even then waa aot 
perfactly dry. It conceraa you most 
vitally to have it taatad. aa a «ood 
deal of thla kiaid of cora has been 
tested at the BzperMnent Station at 
Lexington from all counties of the 
State, and the result is the same in 
all cases — not more that ten or 
twenty per cent, of it will germinate. 

We occasionally hear a man say 
that he does not need to test seed, 
that he can tell good seed by look- 
ing at it. A most critical examina- 
tion by the eye can but fail to di- 
vulge the truth and at a time like 
this no good farmer would take a 
chance of planting any seed that has 
not been tested. With tiie Talue of 
grain where it is, we must use erery 
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matters not, humanity appreciate? 
the brief re-spite from snow, ice, 
sleet and zero temperature. Yester- 
day the mercury registered as high 
as 75 degrees. 

Weather prodictions for to-day 
call for rain and colder. Constant 
changes in temperature will be noth- 
ing strange to us though, and may 
ba azpected until the coming of i^um- 
mar, or settled weather

This testing will all be free 
gratis, but a«k that the farmers mak^ 
it as li^ht {IK possible by following 
in.'Jtructions and acting promptly. 

A much better plan would be for 
every farmer to have one of these 
testers of his own and test every ear 
lie plants, and not plant anything 
that tests short of one hundred per 
cent.
